O,—A 
new 
bottle of 


poison the presence of which was un- 
known, was discovered late Wednes- 
day night by Dean Clalr A. Dye of the 
college of pharmacy at. Ohio 
State 


university in a recheck of the dis 
pensary stock. 
The bottle contained 


perhaps 75 grains of the poison. 


Dr. Dye. unable to sleep because of 


the worry occasioned by the death of 
two students at the university, one of 
whom is known to have died of poi- 
soning, returned . to the dispensary 
shortly after midnight and rechecked 
the entire stock. 
Stuck back on a 


shelf out of sight in a corner he found 
the half bottle of poison. 


How or when the poison got there, 


Dr. Dye does not Know. He has been 
connected with the college of pharm- 
acy for more tha.n 3.0 years: and he 
says that he has no recollection of 
ever having seen any such bottle of 
poison before. 


With university officials 
cooperat- 


ing, investigators expected to 
bend 


every "possible effort "to determine the 
source of the poison which apparent- 
ly was a factor in the death 
of at 


east one of two students who died 
suddenly late last week and in the 
violent illness of at least four 
other 


students. With every supply of the 


ifion on the campus accounted for 


the task investigators faced was a 
three fold one: 


To discover who gave out the cap- 


sules containing the poison instead 
ct onen containing quinine, that close- 
ly resembles the .poison; to find out if. 
possible the motive, if any,, underly- 
ing the act: and to uncover the source 
of supply of the poison.

Furthermore, we believe 


the Ford organization was actuated by 
honest motives and that it would have en- 
deavored to make good its public oblfga- 
tions. 


Mr. Ford is not an exploiting produc- 


er or manufacturer. 
He is anything but 


that. His whole life has been, as a mat- 
ter of fact, a conflict with exploiting riv- 
als and a hostile money power. It was 
eminent!}- to the public interest that Mr. 
Ford should raise himself above these an- 
tagonisms and place himself beyond dic- 
tation by Wall street and other competi- 
tive forces. 
The public has profited by 


his success in this direction in many ways. 
Mr. Ford is now far beyond the point in 
acquisition 
and expansion where mere 


money profits can have a personal appeal 
Such profits he undoubtedly uses to fur- 
ther expand his operations and business 
to make them more self-containing and to 
reduce production costs, all of which is re- 
turned ultimately to the consumer. 
For 


these reasons we think Mr. Ford was to be 
preferred to any other private organiza- 
tion, industrial or financial, that exists in 
this country for taking charge of Muscle 
Shoals 


Politics prevented consideration of Mr. 


Ford's offer on its merits, and it seems 
that he is now out of further considera- 
tion. 
However, before congress disposes 


of Muscle Shoals it would do well to con- - 
suit Mr. Ford's opinion and to take some 
stock of his advice. 
Mr. Coolidge is not 


in favor of government operation.

Ford seems to think government owner- 
ship and operation would be all right, 
particularly with his assistance.

lidge has a grave responsibility in his ulti- 
mate decision about Muscle Shoals, for it 
seems obvious that congress is unwilling

'ul of the Latin attitude, assuming 
hat it Implies mistaking mere cour- 
tesy for solid virtue At the same 
time It is by no means certain that 
here is not a deeper truth in the 
French view of the matter 


Morals" deal with our relations to 


others.

Anold's mathematics may be 


disputable but at any rate conduct 
s a very great part of life and con- 
duct is morals, and morals is that 
part of life which, is concerned with 
our dealings with other lives 


Now. 
if we reflect a moment we 


shall see that all that is really beau 
tiful and valuable in manners is also 
a matter of our relations to others 
True 
politeness, true courtesy 
are 
not based on display or effect but 
wholly on kindness; on a quick and 
sure apprehension of -what will help 
others, will soothe, them, will make 
them feel at their ease. The essence 
of all good manners is to cultivate 
and to strengthen the habit and tVie 
power of putting yourself in another's 
place And 
thus manners arid mor 


als are not so far apart after all.
